Do not let them go out alone. Give small gifts to them. 
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Sit with respect in front of your parents. Give them medi- 
cine and make them comfortable when they are ill. 

There are some children who do not have parents. 

Be kind to such children. Help them. Give them the things 
they need.

greet first. When you enter the house and when you leave 
the house, say Assalamu alaikum. 

When you enter a room and when you leave a room say 
Assalamu alaikum. 
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Do not stand up in honour of someone. Our Prophet 
(S.A.W.) did not like this. 

Do not start talking before saying Assalamu alaikum. If 
someone starts talking before saying Assalamu alaikum , 
you must say Assalamu alaikum first. 

We can even greet Muslims who are strangers. 

We can also greet non-Muslims. 

If two friends fight with each other, it is a bad thing. The 
best way to be friendly again is to say Assalamu alaikum to 
each other. 

Greet others very cheerfully and happily with a smile. 

In a gathering, greet everyone in general. 

You can shake hands after greeting.

Dear children, eat on time. Do not eat all day.

Do not eat very hot and spicy food. 

Eat simple food. 

Your food must have vitamins. Milk, meat, dates and 
honey are very nourishing and delicious. 

Before eating wash your hands. 

Say Bismillahir Rahmanir Raheem before eating. 

What does it mean? 
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It means that we begin in the name of Allah the Gracious 
the Merciful. 

We must not eat food on which some name other than 
Allah’s name has been recited. 

Eat with your right hand. Do not use a spoon for eating 
solids. 

Eat with three fingers. Do not soil your fingers fully. 

Eat with the upper part of fingers. 

Form small morsels. Do not eat large morsels. 

Do not eat fast. Eat slowly. Chew the food well. 

If food drops from your hand on a clean place, pick it, 
clean or wash it and eat it. 

When you eat pieces of fruit, take one piece at a time. Do 
not shake or toss bread or chapatti. Do not wipe your fin- 
gers on bread, chapatti or on your dress. Wipe your hands 
with a napkin. 

Eat from your side of the plate and not from the centre. 

Do not talk much when you eat. Always sit when you eat 
food or drink water. 

Drink water in three gulps. Say Bismillah before drinking 
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water and Alhamdu-lil-lah after drinking water. 


After eating, lick your finger-tips and wash your hands. 
After eating, thank or praise Allah by saying this: 


Alhamdu-lilla-hil-lazi at-amana wa saqana wa ja-a-lana 
minal muslimeen. 

It means: 

“Praise be for Allah who has given us food and drink and 
who has created us amongst Muslims.”

Talk to children 
with love. 
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If some one fights with you, say Assalamu alaikum and 
walk away. 

Never point your finger at anyone while talking. 

Do not whisper into anyone’s ear. 


Do not hide and listen to others 



Talk less. Listen more 


Do Zikr. Remember Allah. Silently, repeat good words like 


Kalimah, Subhanallah, Alhamdu-lil-lah, Allahu Akbar, 
Astagh-firullah.

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30. HOW TO WALK 



Do not run about on the road or pavement. 

Walk slowly, decently with full strength. Do not drag your 
feet. Lift your feet when you walk. 

Do not walk on the road. Walk on the pavement. Be alert 
when you walk. Before crossing the road, look to your left 
and then look to your right. If there are no vehicles on the 
road, cross the road carefully. If there are vehicles on the 
road, wait for them to pass. Then you may cross the road. 
Do not throw waste paper on the roads. Put it in the dust 
bin or carry it back home. Do not walk without shoes or 
sandals. 

Do not go out alone. At least two people must be with you 
when you go out. 

If you see a stone, a branch, a bottle or a tin lying in the 
middle of the road, remove it to the side. 
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If you see a Muslim on the road or in the market, say 
Assalamu alaikum to him or her. 

Do not stare at people. 


Help the old, the blind and the sick to cross the road. 

Do not talk to strangers. 

Do not go anywhere with strangers even if they give you 
gifts or sweets. 

Do not stay out without work. Return home quickly after 
finishing your work. When you get out, put your right foot 
out first and say this prayer:

31. BED TIME 



Dear children, if you sleep well you will be healthy and 
wise. Here are a few secrets of staying healthy. Sleep early 
so that you can wake up early in the morning. 

Do not stay awake needlessly after Isha salat. 


Before sleeping, clean your bed and bedsheets, then do the 
ablution. Now put surma/kohl in your eyes. Do not put oily 
things like creams on your face and hands at night. Say Fi- 
amanillah to everyone at home. 

After that recite Surah Ikhlas, Surah Falaq, Surah Nas and 
Aayat-ul-Kursi. Then recite the Salawat and Kalimah. If 
you are not yet 10 years old, you may sleep with your par- 
ents. If you are 10 years old or older, sleep in a separate 
place. 

Before sleeping, think about how you spent the day. Did 
you pray well? Did you study well today? 
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Put out all lights, fire, candles and heaters before sleeping. 
Close all door before sleeping. Sleep in an airy room which 
has a window. 

Do not cover your face with a bedsheet or quilt even if it is 
very cold. Keep the nose and mouth uncovered so that you 
can breathe well. 


Now, turn to your right side and put your right hand under 
your right cheek. That is a good way to sleep. Do not sleep 
near a parapet. You may fall. Do not feel afraid. If you feel 
afraid, recite the Surahs which you know. Recite Aayatal- 
Kursi and do Zikr. Then, you will not feel afraid. If you 
cannot sleep, do Zikr. Remember Allah. You will be able to 
sleep. 

Talk to Allah in bed. Tell him how much you love Him. 
Say ‘Thank you’ to Him for everything you have. 


When you wake up, say the Kalimah. Then, say this 
prayer:

Al-hamdu-lil-la-hil-lazi ah yaana bada maa ama tana 

wa-ilai-hin-nushoor.

Do not sit on a high seat. Sit where you get place. Do not 
ask another person to give his seat to you. Do not take 
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someone’s seat. 


Do not speak out of turn. Listen with attention when some- 
one is speaking. Sit properly in a gathering. Keep your 
hands in place. Keep the legs together. Do not spread your 
hands and legs. 

Do not speak when someone else is speaking. 

Begin a meeting by reciting the Quran. At the end of a 
meeting, there must be a prayer ( Dua ).
